MUSEUM 

OF APPLIED ARTS 
TO BE SET UP IN MOSCOW 


The USSR museum of applied 
arts will develop Into one ol 
the country's biggest arts col- 
lections. It is to he sel up on tha 
old estate at Tsarilsyno near 
Moscow. Its picturesque age-old 
park covers 80 hectares and con- 
tains 20 stone buildings -includ- 
ing two palaces. 

The new museum Is Intended 
to show the full historical de- 
velopment of. material culture 
and the applied arts of all Soviet 
nationalities, both targe and 
small, said Ilya Glazunov, a 
well-known Soviet artist and lha 
museum’s director. 

Art experts from every Union 
and autonomous republic will 
be bringing their national col- 
lections to Moscow. As for the 
Russian . section Its collection 
began to pile up long ago and 
now numbers more than' 10,000 
Items. We may be acquiring the 
best of what has been display- 
ed ln recent years at numerous 
exhibitions in Moscow and 





other cities. 

Wb have acquired some valu- 
able pieces of Jewellery, china, 
crystalware and bronzes from 
private collections, said Ilya 
Glazunov. 

Most Iteuis will be displayed 
in appropriate, or within their 
natural interiors, for example, 
those depicting peasants' houses 
or craftsmen studios. The exhi- 
bition will help visitors lo fol- 
low the changes in aesthetic 
lasLes and ideas, way of life, 
customs and traditions through 
the years. 

The new museum will also dis- 
play more than 200 crafts as well 
as costumes, furniture, Items of 
everyday life [domestic utensils), 
toys, tableware, and Jewellery. 

The Tsarilsyno ensemble Is 
a splendid monument of 18th- 
century palace and landscape 
architecture. After restoration 
work It will look exactly as the 
great architect Vasily Bazhenov 
(1737-1799) designed.

NEW MYSTERIES 
OF JUPITER 

Ai least two mysir-rlitusm rn- 
mil layers nre lound in tire slr.t- 
losphero, above the polar areas 
of the Jupiter. Scientists ol 
■Soviet Kazakhstan arrived ai 
this conclusion by studying [oi 
many years the giant planet. 
The studies were conducted in 
an observatory situated In the 
mountains ol Tien Shan at 
about 1,500 metres above sc-a 
level. \ 

Head of the observations, 
Dr Viktor Teifel, Presidcm of 
the commission on physics ol 
planets and satellites oi the In- 
ternationa! Astronomical Union, 
said that aerosol haze above the 
Jupiter consisted of unknown 
particles. This original veil 
could have been formed during 
the disintegration of meteori- 
tes (lying Into the atmosphere. 
Special chemical reactions, pos- 
sibly serve as the source of 
mysterious aerosols. They origi- 
nate on the Jupiter under the 
Impact of solar ultraviolet ra- 
diation and tha fluxes of char- 
ged space particles. In so doing, 
variqus hydrocarbon compounds 
are formed, a part of which Is 
conddnsated,

At 
home, ho recoils, we alien welcomed a r tills, art 
directors, anil adors. Mikhail did not dream ol 
becoming a musician, hut he wanted lo become 
on ail or film director. In |ust two years, ho com- 
pleted Ihe seven-year course at music school and 
then went lo a music college ami later to Mos- 
cow Conservatoire from which ho graduated as 
a conductor and as music critic.

presentation and Ihe distribution of accents Is In 
tba conductor's hands. Therelore, when an ope- 
ra ot ballet is performed I do not regard myself 
os an accompanist. I am both the conductor and 
the art director. It Is necessary lo play the opera 
or ballot and not fust Ihe music, he continues. 
Tills can be done After yon have learnt its every 
detail and nuance. A conductor ought lo be a 
person with an open mind. Some people ask, 
What Is more important in the performance — 
Ihe music or ihe stage? Who Is more Important, 
the conductor «n the art director? The answer Is 
—Uto theatre,
